This project would be completed in two phases. The first phase would be the 
construction of three wings to house 120 beds. In the second phase, a fourth 
wing would be constructed to accommodate an additional 15 beds. The new 

building would be constructed on an 8.8 acre tract. 


The replacement facility would offer private and semi-private rooms. 


COMMUNITY NEED CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 


A need according to the Criteria and Standards for “Long-Term Care” was 
documented. 


The applicants documented that the replacement facility met the requirement to 
be located within 15 miles of the current facility. Also, documentation of 
common ownership of both facilities was provided. The applicants stated that if 
they are granted the CON, the existing facility would not be used later for long- 
term care.

The detailed project description was complete. 


The applicants propose to establish a psychiatric hospital with 14 licensed 
psychiatric beds. The hospital would be comprised of 10,566 total square feet. 
One wing (4,500 square feet) of an existing skilled nursing facility, Osage Beach 
Rehabilitation and Health Care Center, would be converted to hospital space, 
and approximately 6,066 square feet of new construction would be added to the 
wing. 


There would be two private rooms and six semi-private rooms. The applicants 
would contract with the above-mentioned skilled nursing facility for support 
services, thus allowing the hospital to operate more economically. 


The hospital would specialize in inpatient geriatric psychiatric services and 
would serve residents of Camden County and its contiguous counties. 


A meeting was held with various stakeholders regarding the needs of persons 
seeking psychiatric services.
